Eteranl Vigilance Is the wes’ of oF Year. 
walks of life, but it is especially true in the lives of Western. Canada farmers 
during these admittedly trying years. Farmers with years of experience in 
these @¥sirie Provinces haye oome to understand conditions and well know 
what should be done, and éan be done, better than anyone else, but the fact 
must be recognized that here in the West hundreds, yes tiousands, of men 
are engaging in the work of agriculturé who are more or less new to this 
country and have not yet gained that experience of conditions here which 
will enable them to combat adverse conditions with the largest possible 
measure of success, It may, therefore, not be out of place, and, indeed, of 
some value, to emphasize one or two factors which are essential to success 
in this eountry. 

At the time of writing agricultural conditions in Western’ Canada are 
distinctly favorable; more favorable In fact than they have been for some 
years. According to mid-June reports from all parts of) the Weét the grow- 
ing crop is most promising: Alberta has more moisture than in any season 
for five or six years past, and both Saskatchewan and Alberta have been visit- 
ed with copious rains over large areas, with the result that all grain is mak- 
ing splendid growth. The reduction in the acreage sown to wheat in some 
sections is fairly well offset by increases in other grains, 

But, let it be repeated, eternal vigilance is the price of liberty, and Jiberty 
for the Western farmer at the present time’ means sécurity from the many 
dangers wihth threaten the growing crops.. Some things he cannot prevent— 
hail, for example, But where it is impossible for him to adopt preventive 
measures, he-ean provide some measure of secirity through insutance. The 
‘It his crop estapes, he can well afford 
to pay the premium; if he PaaS hail losses, he is the gainer and all is not 
lost. 

In recent years the West has suffered enormously from the biatbinpes 
pest. Experience has now shown how to successfully combat this scourge, 
and preparations for so doing have been made hy Governments and municl- 
palities on a large scale. It remains for the farmers, individually and col- 
lectiyely, to unite their forces and through the most effective co-operation 
with official agencies fight this scourge to a.finish, As the motto of the 
Rotary Clubs say: “It can be done,” “It remains for the farmers during'a 
comparatively short period to put up a fight. It is a fight which, if waged 
successfully this year, will likewise bring results in improved conditions in 
the years to come. 2 6 

Then there is the weed pest. It, fo, must be fought. Uniess it is, it 
will conquer in the end, and, unfortunately, it is not merely the slothful, lazy, 
indifferent farmer who suffers from it, but his industrious neighbor as well, 
and the community as a whole. In districts where the late, wet spring made 
cropping of the land impossible, farmers should this year wage unremitting 
warfare on weeds, and the neglectful farmer in this respect should be brought 
to book by municipal authorities. If the individual farmer who allows his 
land to run to Weeds suffered alone, it would be serious’ enough; but when 
through his slothfulness and neglect whole districts are threatened he should 
and must be made to act in the public interest if he will not in his own. 

‘As the season advances; and the grains and grasses ripen and dry, all 
possible safeguards against fire should be provided, Last year property loss 
in Canada from fire totalled over $45,000,000, or more than $5.00 for every 
man, woman and child in Canada, not to speak of the even more serious oss 
of life and others injured and maimed for life. Fire in these Prairle Prov- 
inces is a serious thing because such a large proportion of the population 
live in riiral parts where it is-well nigh impossible to provide efficient fire- 
fighting appliance. Prevention is better than cure, especially in the case of 
fire where too frequently there can be no cure. At harvest and threshing 
time especially, let it ‘be repeated, that in the*matter of freedom from fire, 
etegnal vigilance is the price of liberty. 

Parliament_and Legislatures, spurred on by. tMe, farmer representatives 
and organizations, are struggling with the grain marketing problem, seeking 
to devise ways and means whereby the farmer’ will receive an adequate 
monetary reward for his toil and husbandry, but their best efforts will hardly 
net as substantial results as can be achieved by many individual farmers for 
themselves through the taking of absolutely necessary precautions and there- 
by preventing losses againsf*which legislation will not protect them. 

Constant vigilance, and the taking of simple, commonsense precautions 
for a few short summer and early Fall months may easily result in larger 
gains than all the legislation in the world can provide, and without which, all

Good Crop Prospects 


Signs Indicate that a Heavy Crop Will 
Be Harvested this Year 


The crop prospects in all three 
western prairie provinces, as viewed 
at the latter part of June, were never 
better. " If nothing happens within 
the next few weeks Western Canada 
may produce the largest crop since 
that memorable year of 1915. when 
the grain growers ‘were favored with 
two in one. At no time since that 
era has the preliminary survey been 
so uniformly satisfactory. Generally 
speaking, the acreage is well up to 
j former years, though in some districts 
there may be a slightly less acreage 
in wheat, but this is made up to a 
large extent with other grains. The 
early part 6f Juné started in with one 
of the most intensive heat waves ex- 
perienced on the prairies in -many 
years, but, fortunately, this soon de- 
veloped into a quick change to decid- 
edly cool weather, wilh rain in - all 
provinces, ‘which naturally relieved a 
tense situation, Since then the grow- 
ing conditions could né6t have been 
more desirable, and all grains are 
making remarkable progress with a 
freshness and vigor which could not 
be excelled. The outlook for a boun 
tiful crop of British Columbia fruit of 
all kinds is equally as good as the pos- 
sibilities for grain on thé prairies—a 
prospect which, if fulfilled, will have 
a highly important’ influence. on busi- 
ness conditions from one coast to’ the 
other in Canada,

Does purebred livestock pay? Much 
has been accumulated to 
support the opinion that it pays and 
actual figures. have been 
available from a practical source to 
show its advantages compared to com 
mon stock. D. 8..Bureh, of the Fed- 
| erat Bureau of Animal Industry of the 
United States, went to 625 successful 
livestock producers, owning about 25, 
000 head of breeding stock of different 
kinds and from their figures has. works 
ed out a set of averages:

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Automatic Tip Cart 


British Firm Has Introduced Special 
' ‘Type for Tractors 

The. increasing use of tractors for 
agricultural work has created a de- » 
mand for special accessories, chief 
among which is a small cart.for the 
conveyance of manure or other 
To meet. 
this deseand a British firm has intro- 
duced a special type of automatic tip- 
cart which will carry out all the work 
generally done by an ordinary fan: 
cart. It is attached to the trailer by 
two short shafts and rums on‘ castor. 
wheels so that it closely follows the- 
track of the tractor and is readily 
mangeuvred in awkward positions. 
The tipping is carried out simply by 
putting the brake on the tip cart 
wheels and backing the tractor, The- 
body of the tip cart then swings over ° 
the wheels until it reaches the. 
tipping position, The tractor can 
then be driven forward to pull the 
cart clear of the’ tipped load, ‘and 
when the brakes are once more put 
on the cart wheels the body will 
swing back until it is a in the 
travelling position. whole 
operation of tipping Bey 2 iting the 
cart back into position can be carried 
out in about five seconds, and it is 
done by the driver without leaving his 
seat. The capacity of tMé cart is 
about two cubic yards.
